Thieves havo coi. iiiouced operation 


at the World's Fair buildings in Chi- 
cago. They began o i the mining build- 
ing at, tho ground- and it is believed 
they are prepared tu employ their time 
to tho best advau age during the re- 
maining days of the exposition. They 
plundered the Ida'.io exhibit and got 
away with $8,000 wotth of bullion, gold 
specimens, opals aud rubies. Some of 
the rubies were cut for setting and 
quite valuable. 


Tho secret servii o men are of the 


opinion that there is a regular organ- 
ized gang of thieves, on the grounds and 
that it is mainly composed of em- 
ployes. This may be a libel on the 
men who work in tb > grounds, but the 
detectives must blame somebody lest 
suspicion might bo directed toward 
themselves. 


TWENTY thousand copies of Congress- 


man Newland's spee ;h against the re- 
peal bill iu the Hou^e of Representa- 
tives have been sent to the Old Domin- 
ion to make votes for the Populists. 
The election machinery in the State is 
controlled by the old parties; two 
Democrats and ono Republican, the 
latter generally au illiterate Negro, 
comprise the election board in each 
precinct, and the benefit of silver liter- 
ature may be counteracted in counting 
the votes. 


WASHINGTON, October 25. — There was 


a general air of relief in the Senate thai 
the long struggle wan over, which ex 
tended to the silver men themselves 
Soiie doubts were expressed as to 
whether a vote can be reached on the 
bill as soon as was expected immediate 
ly after tne collapse of flllibuster, as ii 
i& found that more amendments, o: 
which notice has not yet been given 
will actually be introduced than was 
expected. Some of these will doubt- 
less give rise to considerable debate 
The silver men count on getting more 
votes for some of these amendments 
than on the bill itself. 


The Faulkner, Squire and Quay 


amendments met with the most favor 
The 20 to 1 and 16 to 1 coinage amend 
ments, it is expected, will catch a num 
ber of votes which will finally be cas 
in favor of repeal, especially the 16 to 
1 ratio, where the Populists are con 
cerned. 


There is some talk to the effect tha 


the Piepublican repealers will unit 
with the silver men on some one o£ th 
amendments and put it through, but in 
such u case it is likely to lose as manj 
anti-repeal Demo< rats as it will gain 
Republicans. 


As soon as the session opened Peffei 


offered a resolution directing the Com 
mittee on Judiciary to investigate th 
report whether the repeal part of th 
act of February 28, 1878, by the pass 
age of the act of July 14, 1890, affected 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio o 
16 to 1, or whether the law was still in 
force. Referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary. 


Sherman repoi-ted the joint resolu 


tion thanking the nations of the world 
for their co-operation in the World 
Fair, and asking immediate considera 
tion. 


Hoar thought the method proposed 


was not suitable. The President of the 
United States should make courteous 
acknowledgment to each Otovernmen' 
by name. 


Cullom agreed with Hoar. 
Sherman thought the resolution came 


from the Secretary of State and, he was 
informed, desired its passage. 


Hoar offered an amendment in ao 


cordauce with his idea. The amend 
ment was agreed to and the resolution 
as amended was pasred. 


The repeal bill was taken up and 


Pugh spoke against it. Referring to 
the recent compromise, Pugh said the 
Democratic Senators had united in a 
spirit of compromise and concession 
and selected an equal number of Sen- 
ators • from those friendly to uncon- 
ditional repeal and those opposed to it, 
and with the full knowledge of Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Carli le 
that such an. etforl -as'oing made tff 
bring the Demo --.

aators together 


upon some ^ >• 
..JL. ground that could 


be enacted i_to a law. They accom- 
plished that laudable undertaking so 
far as to agree upon a compromise that, 
secured the signatures of every Demo- 
cratic Senator but six. In fact it was 
not considered doubtful that forty- 
three Democratic Senators would have 
sanctioned the compromise had not the 
President interposed objections and 
demanded unconditional repeal at all 
hazards. 


Pugh was not satisfied that all effort 


at compromise failed solely on account 
of Cleveland and his Secretary of the 
Treasury. He was satisfied that he 
could not get a sufficient number of 
Senators to join him in fillibustering 
practices and he was forced to record 
his vote against this diabolical measure 
and appeal to the people to organize 
their forces for the great battle of the 
future. Pugh said he was willing, if he 
had sufficient support, to resort to any 
and all means to defeat the pending 
bill. He was proud to be called a filli- 
bustorer in defeating a conspiracy 
equal in the ruinous consequences of 
its success to war, pestilence and 
famine. He would rather be called a 
flllibusterer by the conspirators and 
lickspittles < >f gold kings than be called 
a traitor or faithless representative by 
the State and people who honored him 
with their trust and confidence. As 
for him, he would do his duty as a Sen- 
ator as he understood it, and leave the 
consequences to God and his country. 


Stewart then resumed his speech. 


He spoke of the gold combination as 
having agents at the capitol to dictate 
legislation, and as having elected a 
President determined to carry out 
their policy. The President was noV 
in the saddle and Congress was help- 
less.

On Tuesday as a drove of bullocks 


numbering about 140 %vero being driven 
frcua tbo Canriuian shed to the Wood- 
side lairago nt Birkenhead, a singular 
accident happened. On tho river side 
of the Alfred clock there is a narrow un- 
dnlating bridge, recently placed there 
by tho Mersey docks and harbor board 
for tho purpose of conveniently transfer- 
insr cattle to the lairages. 
The bridge 


will allow two bullocks to pass over 
abreast, but yesterday the beasts became 
jammed and one of them leaped into 
tho Alfred dock and was immediately 
followed by 84 others. 


Tho scene in tho water was most ex- 


traordinary; but, strange to recount, one 
of tho bullocks swam to the steps and 
walked out in tho most intelligent fash- 
ion and was followed by 11 others. 
Tho thirteenth, however, slipped back 
into the water, where the remaining 
21 were swimming about for a con- 
siderable time. Ultimately 
a num- 


ber of men pat off in boats, and tying 
ropes around the beasts drew them in 
to the wall, and thus supported them 
until a crano was brought into use and 
the entire herd rescued, little the worse 
for their strange immersion. A period 
of three hours elapsed before tho work 
o£ recovery was completed, and during 
this time t>^ liveliest excitement was 
apparent among the numerous specta- 
tors.—Westminster Gazette. 


Itusslun Fleet For the Mediterranean. 
It IB stated that the Bussian permanent 


equadron for the Mediterranean shortly 
to bo constituted will consist of the ves- 
sels which recently visited America and 
are now on their way borne under the 
command of Admiral Kasnakoff, They 
aro the Emperor Nicholas I, ironclad 
battleship, 8,500 tons, 570 mon; the Ad- 
miral Nakbjinofl:, armored cruiser, 7,800 
tons, COO men; the Dimitii Donskoi, ar- 
mored cruiser, 7,000 tons, 350 men, and 
the Eynda, a steel protected cruiser, 8,000 
tons, 320 men. 


Of theso four vessels each one is mak- 


ing for a different port—Lisbon, Gibral- 
tar, the Azores and Cadiz respectively. 
It is not yet known where they will as- 
semble. Tho latest advices from Russia, 
however, statg that they will go to Tou- 
lon in order to repay the celebrated 
Cronstadt visit of two years ago. On 
tho fleet being definitely constituted it 
will be placed under the command of 
Admiral A^llan, who is already organ- 
izing his staff, but who will in all prob- 
ability not i cDiain in command for more 
than u year. Admiral Kasnakoff will be 
placed in an important post at Cronstadt. 
—Paris Correspondent. 


The Electric Fgn Waltzed. 


A diminutive electric fan in the office 


of tho department of public works was 
located oa a window sill, where its noise 
disturbed the clerks, and they placed it 
upon a nietal heater. The instant the 
current was turned on the electricity 
performed a clog dance and waltzed tho 
fan all orcr the heater. All the time the 
blue fluid flashed out in two foot lengths, 
and the burring and whirring of the 
swift revolving wheel nearly caused a 
stampede in the office. But relief carat 
at last when the machine with a mighty 
effort, as if to got away from the heater, 
danced off the side of it and fell with a 
bump 011 tho floor, bringing the circus to 
a close.—Pittsburg Dispatch.
